Proposed Shipping 
Contract 


From reports which have come to 
hand, it appears that practically all 
the live stock interests of Canada were 
represented at the meeting held in 
‘Toronto to discuss the new proposed 
live stock shipping contract, except 
the one most concerned in it, namely, 
the shippers themselves. 

There were delegates representing 
stock breeders associations, fairs asso- 
ciations, boards of trade, manufactur 
ers associations and government 
Officials, but from Alberta alone was 
there a delegate who carried creden- 
tials from a body of stock shippers and 
even here the organization is as yet 
only temporary. 

Vhe situation is anomalous and diffi 
cult to explain. Alberta shippers, 
like most Alberta men, are live wires, 
and they get tozether and express
